Thomas Marphy, @ Paticnt in St Ju-
seph’s Hospital, Commits Suicide
Yesterday Morning,

of the Act and the
Ingquest,

About 0 o'clock yesterday murning.‘
Thomas Marphy, a patient In the St.
Joseph's hospltal, committed aulolde by
cutting his throat with s razor, Hoe
lived but a few moments, dying before
modleal ald was obtainable,

Murphy, about a week or ten days ago,
was sent to the St Jeseph's hospital
from Hastings, Neb,, where he was s
sclssors grinder by teade, and a confirmed

fnvalld. A ocontribntlon was raised
by the aathorliles and some of
the charltably disposed citlzena to defray
the expenses of his trlp, in the hope that
he might recover under the ekillfal
treatment of the local hospital physlcians,
He was found to be sufferlng, however,
from aathma, dropsy and hoart dlseass, &
complication of maladleswhich would have
inevitably resulted, in a few days, in the

eath of the unfortunate man. He was
placed, however, In the charlty ward
of the hospiti], and given every attention

posible.

For several days prlor to the act of
self-dentruction, Murphy bad been feel-
ing very despondent, openly confeasing
that he wanted to dle., The slaters In
charge of the ward, had been watching
him closely, suspecting hisintentions and
fearing lest ho might attempt to carry
them out. The patlent was placed under
the clonest survelllance and guarded with
unremitting care, night and day. Yes.
torday morning beforo dawn, he
appeared to be In a mood of un.
usual gloom, and scemed to be
suffering great paln, saying that he
wanted to dle, eto. Slster Fidelis who
was watchlpg him at the tlme,
guarded him the more closely as lla re-
solves of suicide seemed to become more
and more desporate, Finally Muarphy
aszed her to ge out and telephone
Dr. Brown, who was the physlclan at-
tendant upon him. Sister Fidelis con-
sented and golng to the hallway door
called another of the sisters to guard the
slck man, * Hardly had her back been
turned a moment when Murphy reached
under the bad clothes, whera he had con-
cealed a razor, and drew the [nstrument

quickly wscross .his throat, sever-
ering the jugular veln inatantly,
expirlng within a few moments. Life

was totally extinot before Dr. Gibbs, the
physiclan sommoned, could reach his
bedside.

Coroner Drexel, after removing the
body to the undertaking rooms impan-
elled a jury and held an Inquest. The
verdlet rendered I8 subjolned:

At an inquisition holden at Omaha, Douglas
county, on the 20th day of April, 1885, before
me, John C, Drexel, coroner of Dounglas cotn-
ty, upon the body of Thomna Murphy, lying
dead, by the jurors whose names ara herato
subscribed, upon their oaths do say: That we,
the said jurors, do find from the evidenca

iven that the said Thomas Murpby came to
fll! death by inflicting & mortal wound by hia
own hand, wich & razor, catting his throat,
the nct heng caused by despondency from a
compheation of disenses.
To testimony whersof the sald jurors have
hereunto set thelr hands the day snd year
above written. .

Murphy was a man of about thirty.five
years of age. Nothing Is known of his
family or of his antecadents, except that
already stated. There are no letters or
papers about him which will serve to
throw any light upon these subjects.
